Different Kinds of Conrmerelosl
Ters o the West,

A writer in the Cleveland Leader sketohes
the different clagses of vommercial travellers
in the West: —

“Oue-fonrth of the travelling men ara wall
entitled to the name of drummers. Represent-
iog for the most part el wholsgale dealara,
with little or no capital, who do businsss in
the cities, a smaller class who are in country
villages, the wanafactarers of guperflaons
articles, dealers in patent rights, eto, they
are employed on the quantity of hone they are
kuown to possess. This I8 really the most
ugeless olass of travelling men, for the pay
only commands unekilled labor, and much of
it i8 from & clags whioh possess only the most
ruadimentary eduoation, aud onght never to
have wandered out of aight of the swmoke of
their friends.

*‘Perhaps it is an overestimate in computing
one-halfl the habitnal travelling men a3 trae
commercial travellers, men who are educated
buginess men aud to ba claseed with the Dest
practical bueiness talent in the conntry, They
are employed for their abilities and experisnoce,
and are depended apon largsly to advance the
progperity of the housge with which they are
connected. They have, as it were, to control
and give direction to a vast amount of capital,
which they are expected to hapdle so as to
make valuable returns. They must kesp
themselves inlormed of the varioua prives of
goode, the influences that sdvanes or decreags
values, the condition of the money market, of
the legislation that tends to nnsetile values,
of the character nud responsibility of the na-
merous dealers to whom they gell, of the laws
for the vollection of debis, of the proper time
to press or restriot sales, and much other
koowledgs that only experiencs and a well-
onltivated mind can compas3i. ©Of conrse, the
requirsments vary according to the nature of
the callivg, some being more exacting and
laborious than others, but all, or nearly all,
belog subject to the eriticism of an experi-
enced business head, derelictions do not often
pass unnoticed. A large portion of these
travelling men nltimately are advanosd, and
become partners in theic respective lhonges,
and take Ligh rank as accomplishied and suo-
vegful business wmen.

“"The pay of travelling men varles from four
hundred to twenty-five huudred dollars per
yoar and expenses borne. The first olass,
representing large honses, seldom recsive less
thian {ifteen hundred dollare, and mauy timas
overreach the largest sum we have named.
The price paid to ‘guerrillas’ variea greatly
according to the interast they reprasent. The
pay of drnmmers sometimes does not exocesd
two hundred dollars per year, and rarely ex-
ceeds one thousand.

“The chief support of conntry hotels is de-
rived from travelling men, but in favored
localitiea on maln routes of travel hotel-
keeping I8 a good business to the bast honses.
It wonld seex that every town of any import-
ance ought to afford at least one good hotel,
but this is by no means the oase. The excep-
tion ig the role, Withouat additional expsnse
most of them could be largely improved, and
their charges, almost universally two dollars
a day, are large enough to afford a good table
and good beds. Their cookery falla below
that fonnd in respectable private houees, and
gleeping accommodations are proportionately
much worge.

The peceseary expenses of travel vary
sccording to the length of the route between
points of trade. They range from thres and
& half to six dollars per day, the larger snm
being an ontside figure, unless one has extra
baggage in the way of samples. Bome are
far more expensive, but they are persons of a
convivial turp, or resort to the queationable
practice of treating to gettrade, Bome hoases
encourage the practice, but generally it is not
conntensnoed. New Yorkers are usually the
most expensive travellers, 8 habit no donbt
resulting from living in the most extravagant
city on the continent; but as a general thing
they are very intelligent and practical men,
companionable and pleasaut travelling ac-
guaintances.’’
